SHIFTS SPOTLIGHT 
FROM WASTE TO TAX 


Governor Will Address 
Chicagoans Tonight; Re- 
fuses To Divulge Subject 
But Studies Oil Leases. 


Chicago, October 18.—()—Secre- 
tary Mellon was a target today for 
_the verbal fire of Governor Smith, 
whe accused the treasury department 
head with ducking the issue on the 
question of a reduction in the operat- 
ing costs of the federal government. 

The democratic nominee said that 
Mr.: Mellon in replying to his chal- 
‘lenge to republican claims of economy 
in government had talked about tax 
reductior..and remained silent on the 
question of a paring down of federal 
expenditures. 

“Mr. Mellon entirely ducks -the is- 
sue,” he declared. “He leaves that 


important word out of his statement 
that he put over the radio and that 
was ‘a-reduction’ in the cost of gov- 
ernment. That was not brought 
about. 

“There is a difference between his 
speech, his radio speech and this 
Statement. He shifted his ground, 
because in his radio speech he said 
that the democrats would not give the 
republicans credit for reducing the 
expenditures of the government. 
said no, because they were not re- 
, duced. But in this (Mr. Mellon's 
Statement in reply). he just. talks 
about tax redugefon.” 

The nome attack on the secre- 
tary was?*Inade at a press conference 
in his suite at the Congress hotel. 
Where he is staying during his two 
* and -a half day stopover in Chicago. 
The governor, Who appeared in the 
best of spirits, puffed away on a cigar 
as he chatted with the correspondents 
who were profuse with questions. 

He said the treasury secretary also 

had misrepresented. his position in ac-

“That is not true.” he exclaimed. 
_*Tridiculed the small economies not 
. for the purpose of decrying them. 1 
ridiculed them for the purpose of 
showing the wasting of so much time 
ofa publie official] and so much money 
in the government printing office in 
printing these small economies, for a 
purpose, and the purpose was to try 
and justify the false claim of having 
reduced the cost of government.”

Copenhagen, October 18.—(United 
News.)—Officials were attempting 
tonight to solve a short message writ- 
ten on the salvaged fuel tank of the 
big French Latham airplane in which 
Roald Amundsen and five compan- 
ions were lost while attempting to 
reach stranded members of the’ crew 
of the wrecked polar dirigible Italia. 

The fuel tank was docked at Val- 
dersund by the Norwegian motorboat 
Leif. and it was believed positive 
identification of the tank had been 
made. 

The message, written in pencil on 
the tank in letters about two inches 
ner was apparently obliterated but

To Save 


STEELE DEFENDS 
STH AND RAPS 
RELIGIOUS BIAS 


Representative Warns 
Party “Dodgers” of Per- 
il of White Supremacy 
in South.

Stone Mountain, Ga., October 18.— 
(Special.)—Before an enthusiastic au- 
dience that filled the auditorium of 
the high school here Thursday night, 
Representative-elect Leslie J. Steele 
declared that white supremacy in the 
south “today is undergoing the great- 
est test in history.” The congressman 
made an ardent plea for loyalty of 
Georgia democrats to the candidacy of 
Governor Alfred BE. Smith and bit- 
terly flayed the Dyer anti-lynch bill, 
which, he declared, the republican 
party is endeavoring to force upon the 
south. 

Any democrat in the south who de- 
viates from staunch party loyalty in 
the coming election will be voting for 
a reduction in the representation in 
congress of the southern states, he 
asserted. 

My. Steele, who earlier in the day 
has delivered an address as Austell, re- 
peated his defense of Governor’ Smith's 
stand on prohibition, asserting that 
beth Governor Cox, of Ohio and John 
W. Davis—nominees in 1920 and 1924, 
respectively—both “were as wet as 
Smith.” He pointed out that Presi- 
dent: Wilson likewise had indicated he 
favored liberality in regard to the pro- 
hibition question and had vetoed the 
Volstead act. 

Faith of Nominees. 

Vigorously assailing the opposition 
being brought to bear against Gov- 
ernor Smith because vf his religion, 
the cOngressman’ pointed to the fact 
that nothing is being said of Hoover's 
faith-—that of the Quaker ehurch— 
which imposed” a “pacifist oboyation 
upon him, He made a strong plea 
for religious tolerance and declared 
that the New York governor's religion 
“Is no cause for not voting for him.” 

The democratic nominee, Mr. Sfeele 
told his audience, if elected, will be 
in a position “to render the south the 
greatest benefits in the history of the 
party.”” This section of the nation, he 
added, “will throw away its gréatest 
opportunity to gain political recogni- 
tion if it votes against the democratic 


ticket in the general election in No- 


vember. 

“IT never believed I would see the 
day,” Mr. Steele stated, “when it 
would be necessary to plead with the 
people of the south to vote the demo- 
cratic ticket, at a time when it was 
most important to vote it.” 

Turning to farm relief and Muscle 
Shoals, he declared that if Smith were 
president he would sign the Muscle 
Shoals bill. ‘There will be no farm 
relief,” he said, “just so long as the 
republican party is in power.” 

Scores Bolters. 

Mr. Steele severely criticized mem- 
bers of the democratic party who have 
signified their intention of voting the 
republican ticket in the coming elec- 
tion, declaring that any such ballot 
cast would be cast for a man whose 
nomination was assisted by negro 
delegates from the state of Georgia. 

Mr. Steele’s remarks received gen- 
erous applause. He was introduced 
by Scott Candler, mayor of Decatur 
and chairman of the democratic league 
of DeKalb county. Mr. Candler point- 
ed out to the voters that the “only 
qualifications of a member of 
league are to be a democrat.” Follow- 
ing Congressman Steele’s address, Wil- 
liam Schley Howard, former repre- 
sentative and chairman of the fifth 
district executive committee, spoke. 

Mr. Howard also attacked the foes 
of religious tolerance, declaring that 
“when discriminating on account of 
religion, you are sowing dragon teeth 
which will reap a revolution some day” 
and warned his audience against. adopt- 
ing this attitude in the November elec-

Warden of San Quentin 
Refuses To Request 
Hearing on Sanity and 
Prepares Execution.

DOOMED SLAYER 
IS UNCONCERNED 


Receives Letter From 
Mother and Plays Opera 
Selections in Cell; Dies 
at 10 O’Clock. 


San Quentin State Prison, Calif., 
Octeber 18.—(United News.)—War- 
den Ames Holohan, of San Quentin 
prison, late today refnsed to seek ap- 
pointment of a sanity commission for 
William Edward Hickman and said 
that he would proceed with prepara- 


‘tions for the execution of ’Hickman 


at 10 o'clock Friday. ; 

Jerome Walsh and Richard Cantil- 
lon, attorneys for Hickman, presented 
a petition for the commission to the 
warden. 

After studying the petition and an 
affidavit accompanying it, Holohan 
informed them he was convinced Hick- 
man is sane and that he would -pro- 
ceed with the hanging . 

The attorneys appeared to be dis- 
appointed. They, perhaps, had held 
out some slight hope that Hickman 
would be saved by some last minute 
respite. 

The boy who less than a year agv 
had styled himself “The Fox” and 
baffled police of three states for days 
after committing the cruelest crime in 
the history of California, was not no- 
ticeably disappointed, however. He 
remained this last evening the calmest 
man connected with his case, 

An iron nerve, apparently 
strangely soothed by the tunes of a 
little prison phonograph, sustained 
the stoicism of William Edward Hick- 
man in his death cell tonight—prob- 
ably his last on earth. 

“The Fox,” slayer of Marion Park- 
er, who 1s scheduled to die on the 
gallows shortly after 10 a. m, Fri- 
day, is said by prison officials to be 
one of the coolest men who -ever, oc-) 
cupied the San Quentin death house. 

Dr. MacFall, a psychiatrist of the 
University of Virginia, examined 
Hickman 14 times while he was a 
prisoner in Los Angeles and in the 
(uentin prison. The affidavit 
set forth detailed evidences of in- 
sanity which the psychiatrist had 
found in Hickman. 

The attorneys said they would peti- 
tion the warden to ask county author- 
ities to appoint a sanity commission 
to examine Hickman immediately. 


+ Such a procedure was pointed out by 


Governor C. C. Young as the only 
legal recourse left to Hickman when 
he denied a clemency petition earlier 
in the week. 

Warden Is Adamant. 


The warden conferred with mem- 
bers of the California state prison 
board, who met here Wednesday, and 
indicated that such a petition, if pre- 
sented, would not be acted on. 

With every. appeal for clemency 
denied, “The Fox,” who kidnaped 
little Marion from a Los Angeles 
schoolhouse for ransom and hacked 
her to pieces when he feared capture, 
was resigned to his fate and has 
chosen music and religion for solace 
in his last hours. 

His request for the phonograph, 
Warden Holohan said, was one of the 
strangest ever made by a man in the 
death cell. 

Hickman’s former companions in 
condemned row offered no objections 
to his request and willingly relin- 
quished their phonograph. was 
brought to the death cell and placed

S LONG OVERDUE 
IN MID-WEST RUN 


William Hopson, Veteran 
Pilot, Thought To Have 
Crashed in Ohio on Way 
West. 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 18.—(#?)— 
Long overdue with the night mail from 
New York, William C. (“Wild Bill’) 
Hopson, veteran pilot and world war 
veteran, was missing tonight and 
fears were felt for his safety. 

Three planes were sent out by the 
National Air Transport company, on 
whose. New York-Chicago air mail-line 
Hopson was a pilot. More than seven 
hours’ search, however, failed to re- 
sult in any trace of the missing flier. 
He was last reported at Clarion, Pa., 
at 1:05 a. m. today, flying nearly on 
schedule. He was due at the Cleve- 
land airport at 3 a.m. Fears that he 
had fallen victim te unfavorable 
weather in the mountainous district 
of Pennsylvania, long one of the most 
dangerous hazards of trans-continenta] 
fliers, were allgyed with the Clarion 
report, 

Hopson, who once was forced down 
in Pennsylvania, also was reported to 
have passed Bellefonte, Pa., safely aft- 
er taking off from Hadley Field, N. J., 
at 9:40 p. m. last night. 

He was a veteran of eight years’ 
flying experience. One of his feats 
was to wake villagers of Warrensville 
Heights, Cleveland suburb, while mak- 
ing a night run in order to rouse them 
in time to prevent a serious loss by 
fire, 


SUPERINTENDENT FAILS 
IN 5-HOUR SEARCH. 

Clarion, Pa., October 18.—(4)—W. 
L. Smith, superintendent of the air 
mail route between Cleveland and New 
York, spetit’ five “hours in 'the air in 
this vicinity this afternoon searching 
for Pilot William C. Hopson, missing 
since early this morning, but was un- 
able to find trace of the flier. 

Smith flew from Cléveland to Clar- 
ion this afternoon with two other avia- 
tors flying mail planes. No sign of 
the missing ship was found on this 
trip. The mail planes continued to 
New York while Smith turned back 
and scoured the territory as far west 
as the Allegheny river and for a dis- 
tance to the north, all of which area 
is wooded. 

The country beyond the Allegheny 
river toward Cleveland is open coun- 
try, the superintendent pointed out, 
and said that if Hopson had come 
down. in that district he would likely 
have been found by this time. He 
said his search to the north covered 
a “reasonable distance.” Smith de- 
elared there was a _ possibility that 
Hopson lost his course and was forced 
down in Lake Erie.

OFFER FOR POLAND 


Gutzon Borglum, noted sculptor who 
began the carving of collosal fig- 
ures composing the Stone Mountain 
Confederate memorial, will execute 
a heroic figure of Woodrow Wilson 
for the republic of Poland, it devel- 
oped here Thursday with the rapidity 
that only modern means of quick 
communication make possible. 

Visiting Atlanta for a day Thurs 
day, Mr. Borglum was notified by 
Mrs. Frank Mason, well known At- 
lanta woman and a close friend for 
years, that Mrs. Borglum had wired 
her news of the fact that Ignace 
Paderewski had tendered to Mr. 
Borglum the commission to execute 
the statue of the war president. 

“Have received a six-page letter 
from Paderewski stating he wants stat- 
ue of Wilson for Poland by ‘the 
greatest living sculptor in the world 
— (utzon Borglum,’” her wire to Mrs. 
Mason stated. “It must be done in 


1929, Find Mr. Borglum and notify 
him.” 

Mr. Borglum was located by Mrs. 
Mason and advised of the Paderewski 
letter. In the course of an hour he 
had cabled the former Polish presi- 


dent and world famous pianist that 
he would accept the task.

ONLY 45 CASES OF NARCOLEPSY ON RECORD 3 


Rarest Ills 


Narcolepsy. A disease so rare that 
there are only 43 recorded cases in 
the history of medicine. 

Yet, rare as it is, a typical case of 
the dread malady was shown on tlie 
stage of the auditorium Thursday 
night, before 2,000 of the doctors at- 
tending the International Medical as- 
sembly. 

The colored man, victim of this 
peculiar and rare malady, is the forty- 
fifth known case. The forty-fourth 
was described by Dr. George EK. Nes- 
bitt, professor of medicine of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of Dublin, 
Ireland, in his paper on rare dis- 
eases, 

Victims of narcolepsy are subject to 
sudden loss of all muscular control. 
This, of course, means that when at- 
tacked they fall wherever they may 
be. <Any sudden slight emotional 
shock is’ sufficient to bring on an at- 
tack, such as a shout, laughter, an 
emotiohal. reaction to a movie or 
music or the sudden pleasure of see- 
ing a dress or other article which 
they would like to own. 

The local negro, presented to the 
doctors by Dr. E. C.-Thrash, of At- 
lanta, has been unable to work for 
ten years, since he first contracted 
the disease. He is apt to fall helpless 
to the ground at any moment. It is 
self-evident that no employer cares to 
have him working. 

The negro vividly explained the dan- 
ger when he told the audience, in re- 
sponse to Dr, Thrash’s questioning, 
that he had had an attack while hold- 
ing a 12-pound hammer when he was 
on a .scaffold. 

“You dropped the hammer?” asked 
Dr. Thrash. 

“No sur! It jes’ got aloose,” the pa- 
tient answered. 

A peculiarity of the condition is 
that 'the sufferer, though unable to 
move or speak, is fully aware of all 
that is going on around him at the 
time. The negro described how he 
had heard the frantic alarm and wit- 


nessed the desperate attempts to help 
him by his wife when he was smitten, 
but said he could not speak to her or 
communicate in any way. 

“You do not move at all?” asked 
Dr. Thrash. 
| “Yes sur, I moves. But not the 
way 1 wants,” he explained. 

The attacks of narcolepsy last only 
a few minutes at a time, but may oc- 
cur a number of times a day. The 
case at the auditorium Thursday 
night explained that he rarely went 
a day without an attack, and then 
only when everything was quiet and 
peaceful around him. 

“If I gets with a noisy crowd, with 
laughin’ and jokes agoin’ on,” he said. 
“T jes flops an’ flops ontil I gits hurt. 


Then I lies down for the res’ of the 
day.” 

A second symptom of the disease is 
an abnormal. desire for sleep. Dr. 
Thrash: explained that it was almost 
impossible for this negro to keep 
awake for more than two or three 
hours at a time, In fact, before he 
left the stage, he was nodding re- 
peatedly and was almost asleep on 
his feet. 

The tragedy of this case, Dr. Thrash 
pointed out, is that the cause of the 
negro’'s malady almost was certainly 
acquired while he was a soldier dur- 
ing the world war, yet because his 
disedse is so little known and is so 
generally unrecognized by doctors, he 
has been unable to secure any <disabil- 
ity compensation from the _ govern- 
ment. Nevertheless, the disability is 
so serious that the man is utterly un- 
able to work. 

The man has spent ten years in 
government hospitals and has been 
discharged from each one with the 
farewell from the physician in charge 
of “Oh, you'll be all right,” accord- 
ing to the negro’s own explanation. 

Asked how many hospitals he had 
been in, he explained. 

“Tse been in all ’cept S88. I would 
not go there ‘cause a fren’ of mine

STICK TO ISSUES, 
HOOVER'S APPEAL 


With Country’s Welfare 
in Present Race. 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES.

Washington, October 19.—( United 
News.)—Herbert Hoover appealed to- 
day for elimination from the prest- 
dential eampaign of issues “that have 
nothing to do fundamentally with the 
prosperity and progress of the eoun- 
wy 

He made the appeal in a brief 
speech to officials of a score of lead- 
ing export firms, who have organized 
the Hoover-Curtis national export 
committee to advance Hoover's can- 
didacy and called upon him today to 
pledge their support. 

Heover likewise urged continued 
cooperation between business and gov- 
ernment as during his administration 


of the department of commerce, warn- 
ing that this is necessary to preserve 


business stability, as the next few 


years will see an era of intense com- 
petition in foreign trade with recuper- 
ation from the world war. 

The republican candidate did not 
enlarge upon his remarks about issues 
to specify any particular issues, but 
his brief reference was interpreted as 
referring, among other things, to the 
various “whispering campaigns,” of 
which both he and his democratic 
opponent, Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
have been the targets.

PROVDON FLARES 


UGHTEMPTY SKY. 
THROUGH NH 
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No Word of MacDonald 
Since Steamer Saw Him 
700 Miles Out Forecasts 
Tragedy. 


WIFE STILL HOPES 
HE WILL ARRIVE 


Pilot of Tiniest Plane 
Has Been Down Some- 
where Since Thursday 
Morning, Say Builders. 


London, October 19.—()—Flares 
burned last night at Croydon air- 
drome with the slim hope that Lieu- 
tenant Commander H. C. MacDonald, 
who started at noon yesterday on a- 
trans-Atlantic flight venture from 
Harbor Grace, N. F., might in some 
fashion have escaped the mysterious 
fate of other such fliers and complete 
his trip. 

The chances were small, however, 
that the flares would be needed. At 
8:35 a. m. (3:35 eastern standard 
time) there had been no word here of 
the young aviator since his sighting 
by the Dutch steamship Hardenberg, 
700 miles east and north of Harbor 
Grace, shortly after midnight Wed- 
nesday night. At this hour MacDon- 
ald was almost 39 hours out of Har- 
bor Grace. 
not more than 20 hours to reach Ire- 
land had his flight been successful, or 
about 24 hours to reach Croydon, 

Croydon officials, though they had 
not lest hope, were decidedly pessimis- 
tie as to the aviator’s fate. Among 
the possibilities mentiotied is: one that 
he may have been blown far out of his 
eourse and forced to alight on some 
remote island on the west coast of 
Seotland. There is a chance, too, that 
in a possible alighting at sea he may 
have picked a spot near a passing 
boat not equipped with wireless. 

Few, however, believed that his fuel 
supply could not have become ex- 
housted. ; 

The silence in which the audacious 
attempt of MacDonald—in a little 
Moth plane with a wingspread of only 
26 feet—has been shrouded since his 
departure has been broken only by a 
message which has brought more of 
thrill than of hope. 

The Dutch steamship Hardenberg. 
bound for Antwerp and about 700 
miles east of St. Johns, reported to the 
Associated Press sighting an airplane 
which passed its position half an hour 
after midnight London time, or T 230 
p. m. eastern standard time last night. 

The MacDonald plane had hopped 
off from Harbor Grace at 11:51 yes- 
ter’ay morning and the plane reported 
by the Hardenberg undoubtedly was 
the lone British flier. The message 
records its progress for nearly eight 
hours, but leaves a vast abyss of space 
and time which imagination and 
speculation are left to explain as 
hopefully as they may. 

The message read: 

“Airplane passed steamer Harden- 
berg latitude 53.29 north, longitude

In Address at Savannah 


Flays Tactics Adopted by 
G. 0. .P. Nominees and 
Defends Candidacy of 


- Governor Al Smith. 


Savannah, Ga., October 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In a stirring address here to- 
day, Judge Samuel B. Adams, demo- 


eratic elector from the first Georgia 
district made an ardent plea for loy- 
alty in the ranks of party members 
in Georgia in the coming presidential 
election. 

Judge Adams flayed the tactics be- 
ing adopted by the republican nomi- 
nees and defended the candidacy of 
Governor Alfred E. Smith. He spoke 
as follows: . 

“Fellow democrats and fellow Geor- 
gians: Those of us who are daring 
to support the nominees of our party 
exhibit great temerity, not to say 
audacity. Many of the inflamed and 
inflamatory opponents of the demo- 
cratic nominee for president paint him 
as the representative of wickedness 
and predict in lurid language the dire- 
ful consequences of his election, should 
this calamity be visited upon our af- 
flicted country. 

“Recently a meeting was called in 
Savannah in support of the republic- 
an ticket under the auspices of the 
good ladies of the W. C. T. U. They 
gave as a reason for their call that 
they did not wish their sons to be 
drunkards, gamblers or libertines. The 
implications with reference to the sup- 
porters of the democratic ticket were 
very pleasant and flattering.

ed not infrequently by ministers, stick 
a knife into the governor, what a ter- 
rible deluge would overflow the coun- 
try to its utter destruction! The 
floods of the Mississippi and Florida 
would not be a circumstance. - One 
comforting view to a large element 
of professional, but not practical 
prohibitionists would be that they 
would die happy, drinking in their 
favorite beverage. 

“Another minister is reported to 
have said in a neighboring town that 
all the supporters of Smith were ‘go- 
ing to hell.” This is a delightful pros- 
pect. I mention it for your warning 
and suggest that you make haste an:l 
repent. 

“With deference to them, sometimes, 
when ministers, in their pulpits or on

ROBINSON WOULD CURB 


MONOPOLIES IN TARIFE 


Nominee Urges Schedule To 
Maintain High Wage 
Standard. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., October 18.—(?)— 
A tariff that will maintain legitimate 
business and “high and just standards 
of ges” but at the same time “strike 
at monopolies,” was promised by Sen- 
ator Joe T. Robinson tonight in the 
event of a democratic victory. 

He attacked the republican record 
on farm relief and particularly Sen- 
ator Curtis, the republican vice presi- 
dential nominee, “for voting to pass 
the MeNary-k.dugen bill and ‘then 
easting his vote to sustain President 
Coolidge’s veto.” He declared that 
the democratic party, if given control 
of the government, would “solve the 
farm problem in six months, as con- 
trasted with the eight years which the 
republicans have wasted,” 

Cites Democratic Aims, 

The democratic program for tariff 
legislation, Senator Robinson said, is 
based on these principles: 

Maintenance of legitimate business 
and high wages for laborers; increase 


of the purchasing power of wages by 
reducing “monopolistic’and extortion- 
ate” tariff rates imposed in such cases 
“as that of the aluminum trust; resto- 
ration of the tariff commission as an 
impartial fact-finding tribunal; safe- 
guards against special tariff favors, 
and equitabk distribution of tariff 
burdens and benefits,” 


Declaring that the republican nomi- 
nees are advocating higher tariff rates 
to relieve agriculture, Senator Robin- 
son said that economists are generally 
agreed that the tariff would not main- 
tain domestic prices of commodities 
produced in large surpluses and sold 
abroad. 

“In order to accomplish agricultural 
relief,” the nominee declared, “legisla- 
tion analogous to the MeNary- Haugen 
bill is necessary. That bill is the 
only comprehensive measure advanced 
during the Coolidge administration, of 
which Mr. Hoover has been the chief 
adviser. As everyone knows, it has 
been twice ‘vetoed by President Cool- 
idge with the approval of Secretary 
Hoover. 

“Senator Curtis voted for the bill 
three times and at last voted to sus- 
tain the president's veto, this accom- 
plishing the final defeat of all Jegis- 
lation for adequate farm relief. Was 
he wrong when he voted for the bill? 
If not, why,did he change his position 
and join with its enemies to make cer- 
tain its defeat? 

“As leader of the republicans in the 
senate, he easily could have secured 


the votes necessary for its passage 
over the veto. 
Senator Robinson declared that the

' DEAR DOCTORS, © 
So.far the dentists of the country 


‘have not responded with any marked 


degree of enthusiasm to my proposal 
that they volunturily relinquish the 
use of the title of ‘doctor’ in the in- 


terest_of public welfare. A few of my | 


former dentist friends have told. me 
privately just what they think of my. 
intélerable*egotism, but nothing suit- 
able tor publication has come otf it, 36 
1 begin to fear it is only another of 
my .big ideas gone dud. Frankly, 
though, 1 could admire the fine pro- 
fessional spirit of the dentists even 
more than I do now, if they would 
unly consent to Jeave the title of “doc- 
tor’ to the. exclusive use of legully 
qualified. practicing physicians. . 

Yes, I would require even the legally 
qualified physician to relinquish the 
title of “doctor” if he ceases to engage 
in the active. practice of medicine. | 
wotld prohibit all unlicensed healers 
of whatever cult, school, brand or 
system from using this title or from 
answering to it. in case any of their 
customers were so simple as to call 
them “doctor.” 

Furthermore, I would make it rep- 
rehensible for even doctors of philoso- 
phy, science, divinity, law or other 


of the title if engaged in any pursuit 
or occupation that encroached upon 
or competed with the practice of the 
healing art, medicine, health. hygiene. 

The title of “doctor” primarily and 
essentially connotes a healer, and it 
would be a boon to public welfare if it 
were restricted to the use of real 
medical practitioners. 

In urging this reform I am not de- 
nying or questioning the right of den- 
tists, the clergy, professor or scien- 
tists to the title: if they have the 
doctorate degree they have the same 
legal claim to the title as any physi- 
cian has. Only I ask all these non- 
medical “doctors” whether they have 
a moral right to use the title when 
it connotes that the man who wears 
it is a physician? 

Here are two professional letter- 
heads. One is that of, say, Dr. John 
Smith, chiropodist. The other is that 
of, say Dr. Jim Jones,’ optometrist. I 
deny the moral claim to the title in 
both instances, although I know both 
have some sanction of their use of the 
in the statutes of the state. I[ 
that the state legislature puts 
over some downright ridiculous stat- 
utes, under the influence of skilled 
lobbyists and organized _ pressure. 
Aside from the moral or ethical aspect 
of the custom. the taste of the fellow 
who thus exploits the title of “doctor” 
is questionable. A real doctor might 
properly have his name engraved or 
printed George Brown, M. D., but 
not Dr. George Brown. As a rule it 
is the near-doctor, the shorteut heal- 
er, the cultist, the faddist. the fellow 
who has no recognized degree, that 
elects to print his letterhead or pro- 
fessional ecard “Dr. Henry Hokum.” I 
would warn all readers against the 
near-doctors who just “come by” the 
title and exploit it for what it may 
be worth to them. Even if the state 
considers these near-doctors a good 
joke on the people, remember that in 
the long run the near-doctors are the

.O. E. Petry, state chairman of the 


labor division of the national demo- 
cratic party, in an address here to- 
night said that labor could expect 
nothing from Herbert Hoover “except 
inertia when a national crisis con- 
fronts the workers.” 

“The republican party,” said Mp. 
Petry, who is president of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor, “from time 
to time has made promises to assist 
the struggling masses, but the record 
of the federal administration of that 


party for the past seven and a half 
years conclusively proves that repub- 
lican promises are nothing but prom- 
ises, because republicans are unable 
to point to one single measure de- 
signed to relieve the hardships of the 
struggling masses.” 

He cited the 1925 railroad work- 
ers’ strike and the 1925 and 1927 
coal strikes as examples. where the 
republican administration and Presi- 
dent Coolidge were called upon to in- 
tervene. : 

“He ‘passed the buck’ to the sec- 
retary of labor,” Petry said of Presi- 
dent Coolidge. “The president used 
no influence to assist in a settlement. 
Mr. Hoover promises continuance of 
President Coolidge’s policies; there- 
fore, labor can expect nothing from 
him except inertia when a national 
crisis confronts the workers.” 

Mr. Petry compared the platform 
pledges of the republican and dem+s- 
cratic parties and said the demo- 
cratic declaration was much plainer 
and more emphatic.

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“WASHINGTON STATION 


WMAL To Become “Key” 
for Broadcasts From 
Capitol. 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Copyright, = by North American Newes- 
per Alliance.) 

New York, October 18.——Another 
national radio outlet for the great 
events occurring in the nation’s capi- 
tal will be provided by the addition of 
Station WMAL, Washington, to the 
Columbia Broadcasting system’s net- 
work. Arrangements have been com- 
pleted for adding WMAL permanent- 
ly to the Columbia chain to serve as 
its “key” station for hookups out of 
Washington as well as to furnish the 
chain’s program regularly to Wash- 
ington listeners, _ 

Announcement to this effect was 
made today by Dr. Leon Levy, see- 
retary-treasurer of the Columbia 
Broadcasting system, He stated that 
negotiations have been completed and 
a contract forwarded to M. A. Leese, 
owner of the Washington Broadcast- 
ing station. The station probably will 
join the chain November 1, he said. 


Both of the rival national networks 
will thus have inlets to and outlets 
from the seat of American government. 
Station WRC, operated by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., from the be- 
gining of chain broadcasting has been 
the “key” station for the National 
Broadcasting company chain when it 
had national hookups for such events 
as an inauguration, presidential ad- 
dresses and world series games. One 
of the most notable bits of national 
radio reporting on that chain was the 
account of Colonel Lindbergh’s return 
and reception. 

All of the stations linked by tele- 
phone wires in the Columbia network 
and the audiences served by them will 
be in a position to obtain the same 
kind of service out of Washington. 
The radio audiences in the communi- 
ties served by member stations of both 
network organizations will benefit by 
being able to select between their re- 
spective offerings. The keen rivalry 
that already exists between the chains 
should be given added stimulus by the 
new Washington hookup.

New York, October 18.—(?)—A 
further advance to approximately the 
20-cent level was checked by realizing 
and southern selling in the cotton 
market here today and after selling up 
to 19.93 early, December contracts 
declined to 19.70, closing at that fig- 
ure. The disposition to take profits 
on long cotton after an advance of 
about S40 points from recent low 
prices was promoted by reports of im- 
proving weather in the south, but the 
final tone of the market was steady 
at the net declines of 8 to 16 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 4 to 8 points on all months 
except July, which was 1 point low- 
er. ‘Considerable realizing and hedge 
selling was reported, but it was tak- 
en at about the initial figures and 
the market soon turned upward on 
a continuation of the recent buying 
movement. 

The latter seemed to find inspira- 
tion in continued reports of improv- 
ing textile trade conditions, while 
there were also rumors that as yet 
spinners had fixed prices on a com- 
paratively small percentage of their 
season's requirements. Such views 
were colored by indications of a con- 
tinued trade demand and there was 
covering or rebuying and some broad- 
ening of commission house demand 
on the advance.
